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WHY  NOT  START  A COIN  COLLECTION? 

Who  collects  coins?  All  classes  of  people,  rich  and 
poor;  educated  and  uneducated;  old  and  young;  male  and 
female.  Coins  are  interesting  from  many  standpoints:  his- 
tory, geography,  biography,  art  and  many  of  the  sciences, 
beside  their  beauty,  pleasure  of  arranging  and  displaying 
and  the  pride  in  possession. 

If  you  have  the  collecting  instinct,  try  making  a coin 
collection.  What  will  you  collect?  Whatever  appeals  to 
you.  Some  collect  the  coins  of  the  world;  gold,  silver  and 
copper.  Some  limit  themselves  to  coins  of  a certain  coun- 
try or  group  of  countries.  Some  gold  coins  only,  some  to 
silver  and  many  to  copper  only.  Some  limit  themselves  to 
a certain  coinage,  for  instance,  the  copper  cents  of  the 
United  States,  of  which  there  are  over  1000  varieties  con- 
sisting of  different  dates  and  minor  varieties  of  each  date. 
The  copper  coins  of  Great  Britain  make  a wonderful  col- 
lection and  an  educational  study  with  its  large  number  of 
different  rulers  pictured  thereon.  Looking  up  the  history 
and  character  of  each  ruler  is  interesting  and  fascinating. 
Many  coins  rapidly  increase  in  value.  Personally  I collect 
not  because  I learn  more  of  history,  geography,  the  arts 
and  the  sciences,  or  for  the  profit  therein,  but  for  the  pure 
love  of  collecting. 

I love  coins,  I like  to  arrange  and  display  them.  I like 
to  show  them  to  friends  and  above  all,  the  love  of  the  chase 
— in  hunting  down  a certain  coin  I need  for  completeness, 
or  desire  for  its  beauty  or  its  scarcity ..  The  association 
that  goes  with  some  coin  is  also  interesting. 

A friend  hands  me  a “widow’s  mite”  of  Herod  I,  the 
Great,  issued  for  Judea  about  B.  C.  37  and  says,  “here  is  a 
specimen  of  the  widow’s  mite  of  the  bible,  we  do  not  know 
but  what  Jesus  Christ  himself  may  have  had  it  in  His 
hand.  It  was  in  circulation  in  the  locality  where  He  lived 
at  the  time  He  was  on  earth.”  Interesting,  isn’t  it?  Such 
a coin  may  be  purchased  for  from  90c  to  $2.00  from  the 

publisher  of  this  book.  . 

I have  a friend  who  collects  U.  S.  nickels  only.  He  is 
trying  to  get  one  of  every  date.  There  are  three  general 
designs  and  many  minor  varieties.  They  make  a beautiful 
display.  His  salary  is  only  $25.00  per  week.  Every  pay- 
day he  makes  a practice  of  adding  at  least  one  new  date  or 
variety  to  his  collection,  costing  him  from  10c  to  a Quarter. 
I have  another  friend  who  collects  only  $20.00  gold  pieces. 
They  cost  him  from  $25.00  to  over  $100.00  each.  His  in- 
come is  over  $1000.00  per  month.  I admire  both  collections. 
They  are  both  beautiful  and  interesting  to  look  upon.  My 
friend  of  the  nickels  seems  to  get  more  pleasure  out  of  his 
collection  than  my  friend  of  the  gold  twenties.  Why  ? I do 
not  know  unless  it  is  because  he  really  loves  coins  more 
than  my  rich  friend  who  probably  may  collect  for  show.

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INTRODUCTION 


The  first  coin  bearing  an  inscription  of  which  we  have 
any  record  is  the  Phoenician  Stater  of  Halicarnasus,  about 
650  B.  C.  The  earliest  coins,  however,  are  said  to  be  those 
of  Lydia,  about  700  B.  C.  They  were  usually  stamped  with 
some  animal  or  other  ornament,  sometimes  only  incused 
depression  with  a striated  impression  on  the  reverse,  no 
doubt  caused  by  the  medium  on  which  the  metal  was  laid 
to  strike  the  punch  marks.  In  this  connection  Evans  says: 

“The  die  for  the  obverse  of  the  piece  to  be  struck  hav- 
ing been  engraved  so  as  to  present  the  religious  or  national 
symbol  used  for  a device,  and  whatever  else  was  to  be 
impressed  upon  the  coin,  was  fixed  immovably  in  an  anvil 
or  pedestal,  face  upwards.  The  lumps  or  balls  of  metal  to 
be  coined  having  been  made  of  a fixed  and  uniform  weight 
and  nearly  of  an  oblate  sphere  in  form,  were  laid  upon  the 
upturned  die.  A second  operative  then  placed  a punch 
squarely  upon  the  ball  of  metal;  heavy  blows  from  a large 
hammer  forced  the  punch  down  until  the  metal  beneath  it 
had  been  forced  into  every  part  of  the  die,  and  a good  im- 
pression secured.  In  the  meantime  the  punch  would  be 
embedded  in  the  lump  of  metal,  and  on  being  withdrawn 
the  reverse  of  the  coin  would  show  a rough  impression, 
corresponding  to  the  shape  of  the  end  of  the  punch,  thereby 
making  an  uneven  surface  and  disfiguring  the  piece.  Punch 
marks  gradually  developed  into  forms  and  these  forms 
combined  with  figures  wrought  into  artistic  design,  until 
by  degrees  the  punch  itself  became  a die,  making  the  re- 
verse of  each  piece  upon  which  it  was  used  equal  in  every 
respect  to  the  obverse.  This  perfection  of  the  reverse  was, 
however,  secured  at  the  expense  of  the  effectiveness  of  the 
punch  for  its  original  purpose.  The  striking  of  coin  be- 
tween two  dies,  which  were  required  to  accurately  oppose 
each  other,  was  an  operation  requiring  great  dexterity,  and 
results  were  not  at  all  certain.  The  artisans  at  this  stage 
of  the  work  hit  upon  the  expedient  of  using  both  the  ob- 
verse and  reverse  dies  in  a ring  of  such  size  and  depth  as 
to  be  a guide  to  each  of  them.  The  balls  or  discs  of  metal 
being  struck  inside  the  ring,  between  the  dies,  were  forced 
to  assume  an  even  thickness  and  a circular  form  corre- 
sponding with  the  inside  of  the  ring.  Later  the  ring  was 
engraved  upon  the  inside  and  the  coins  produced  were  not 
only  circular  in  shape,  but  stamped  upon  the  edges.  Thus 
was  produced  the  perfect  coin  and  through  the  introduction 
of  machinery  has  secured  uniformity  in  the  result  and 
saved  an  immense  amount  of  labor  in  striking  vast  sums 
of  money.  The  artistic  beauty  of  some  of  the  antique  speci- 
mens has  not  been  surpassed  in  modern  times.” 
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i ^Uiir£e^ore  colns>  What?  Coins  represent  a certain 
value.  When  we  purchase  an  article,  we  give  in  exchange 
a coin  which  represents  the  value  of  the  commodity  pur- 
chased.  Before  coins  were  in  use  an  article  was  given  in 
exchange. 

“From  Lennos  Isle  a numerous  fleet  has  come 
“Freighted  with  wines; 

“All  the  other  Greeks 

“Hastened  to  purchase;  some  with  brass, 

“And  some  with  gleaming  iron,  some  with 
hides,  cattle  or  slaves.” 

Homer — Seventh  Book  of  the  Illiad. 

Exchange  was  carried  on  by  barter.  Barter  was  a slow 
and  trying  process,  and,  as  Avebury  says,  was  open  to  two 
great  objections:  “First,  those  who  wished  to  buy  might 
have  nothing  which  those  who  wished  to  sell  cared  to  take 
in  exchange;  and  secondly,  it  would  require  much  time  and 
haggling  to  decide  the  relative  value  of  the  different 
articles.” 

Hence  it  was  gradually  found  that  trade  would  be 
greatly  facilitated  by  fixing  on  some  medium  which  might 
be  used  as  a standard  of  value  which  might  be  accepted, 
not  for  use,  but  to  be  again  exchanged.  For  this  purpose 
we  find  there  was:  Nail  money  from  New  England,  leather 
money  of  Mexico,  glass  money  of  Egypt,  Wampum  of  the 
Indians,  stone,  stick  and  shell  money  of  the  South  Seas, 
Wooden  money  of  the  Arctic,  cloth  money  of  the  Congo, 
amber  money  of  Lithuania,  porcelain  money  of  Siam,  birch 
bark  coins  of  Sweden,  silk,  velvet  and  linen  money  of  Ger- 
many, tea  money  of  Thibet,  tobacco  money  of  Virginia,  salt 
money  of  Siberia,  tin  money  of  Syracuse  and  Britain;  iron 
money  of  Sparta,  platinum  money  of  Russia,  lead  money  of 
Burmah  and  brass  money  of  China. 

Most  of  the  materials  named  were  found  to  be  perish- 
able, and  as  it  really  represented  a property  value  which 
had  been  created  by  manual  labor,  the  tendency  and  dispo- 
sition of  men  to  accumulate  riches  led  them,  as  time  went 
on,  to  fix  a special  value  upon  the  metals  as  a durable  and 
always  available  kind  of  property,  and  thus  came  into  use 
the  metals  we  know  as  copper,  silver  and  gold. 

Let  us  go  back  to  the  barter  time,  some  500  years  B.  C. 
in  the  city  of  Ming,  China.  A man  trades  a knife  for  a 
bushel  of  wheat  or  a shirt  for  a bag  of  rice.  One  could  not 
carry  his  pocket  full  of  knives  or  shirts,  so  gradually  small 
models  of  the  objects  were  made  to  represent  the  article 
such  as  “tao”  knife  and  “pu”  cloth  to  represent  the  original 

article 

Thus  we  have  the  tao  (knife  money)  and  pu  (mer- 
chandise money)  of  China  to  represent  the  article  bartered 
in  exchange.  The  knife  money  had  a round  flange  at  the 
end  of  the  handle  with  a hole  so  it  could  be  strung  on  a 
cord  to  prevent  loss.  Gradually  the  knife  was  shortened, 
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when  in  7 to  20  A.  D.  it  had  been  reduced  to  only  a quarter 
of  the  length  of  the  original  size  (about  7 inches).  Later, 
no  doubt,  the  thought  occurred,  why  carry  so  much  metal  ? 
So  the  blade  and  handle  were  abandoned,  leaving  only  the 
round  flange  with  the  hole  and  thus  came  into  being  the 
round  holed  brass  coins  of  China. 

The  next  step  was  to  reduce  current  pieces  of  metal  to 
a uniform  size,  shape  and  quality,  value  and  denomination 
and  make  them  by  special  enactment,  a legal  tender  for  the 
payment  of  all  taxes  and  public  dues. 

Thus  a legalized  currency  of  coined  money  was  created 
and  the  exchangeable  value  of  the  various  metals  used  for 
that  purpose  fully  established,  to  the  great  convenience  of 
the  world  at  large. 

The  word  “money”  primarily  implies  “coin.”  It  is  said 
to  take  its  origin  from  the  fact  that  the  early  Roman  coins 
were  struck  in  or  near  the  temple  of  Juno  Moneta.  Juno 
received  this  name,  according  to  Cicero,  from  the  verb 
“moneo,”  because  she  advised  the  Romans  to  sacrifice  a 
sow  to  Cybele  to  avert  an  earthquake.  Suidas,  however, 
derives  it  from  the  encouraging  advice  she  gave  them  in 
their  war  against  Pyrrhus.  Neither  of  these  derivations 
seem  quite  satisfactory.  But  however  Juno  acquired  her 
name  of  Moneta,  it  is  evident  that  the  name  of  Moneta 
was  given  to  money  because  it  was  struck  in  or  near  her 
temple,  and  hence  that  it  primarily  implies  “coin”  and  that 
“wealth”  is  a secondary  meaning. 

To  the  miser  we  owe  much  to  his  practice  of  hoarding 
and  burying  his  money.  The  world  is  debtor  to  this  de- 
spised habit  for  some  of  the  most  important  corroborative 
history  of  the  old  world.

U.  S.  MINTS  AND  MINT  MARKS. 

In  the  past  few  years  the  collecting  of  coins  struck 
by  our  branch  mints  has  become  quite  popular  with  col- 
lectors of  United  States  coins,  and  there  is  for  this  rea- 
son a greater  likelihood  of  running  across  an  occasional 
rare  “find,”  as  some  of  them  are  of  much  more  value  than 
the  same  kind  of  coin  struck  at  the  main  mint  in  Phil- 
adelphia. ' ' 

Branch  mint  coins  are  often  overlooked  for  the  rea- 
son that  they  are  identical  in  appearance  to  the  casual  ob- 
server, except  that  each  branch  mint  coin  bears  a small 
initial  indicating  the  mint  in  which  the  coin  was  struck. 
While  on  the  Philadelphia  struck  coin  there  is  none.  Look 
for  these  small  letters  usually  on  the  reverse  at  the  lower 
edge. 

San  Francisco  coins  bear  an  S.  from  1854. 

New  Orleans  coins  bear  an  O.  from  1838  to  1909  ex- 
cept 1862  to  ’78  inc. 

Charlotte  coins  bear  a C.  gold  only  from  1838  to  ’61 
except  1845. 

Carson  City  coins  bear  a CC.  from  1870  to  '93  except 
'86,  ’87  and  '88. 

Dahlonega  coins  bear  a D.  gold  only  from  1838  to 
1861. 

Denver  coins  bear  a D.  from  February,  1906. 

The  Dahlonega,  Ga.,  and  Charlotte,  N.  C.,  mints 
were  discontinued  during  the  Civil  War.  With  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  mint  at  Denver  in  1906,  the  mint  mark 
D.  reappeared. 

If  a coin  has  no  mint  mark  it  was  struck  at  Phila- 
delphia.

VALUE  AND  CLASSIFICATION 

The  less  a coin  is  worn  the  more  valuable  it  is.  As  a 
general  rule,  the  value  of  a coin  does  not  depend  on  its 
age,  but  upon  its  condition,  supply  and  demand.  Poor, 
holed  or  worn  coins  have  little  or  no  value.  There  are 
many  things  to  be  considered  beside  the  date,  such  as  the 
metal,  condition,  die  variety,  scarcity,  etc.,  for  instance 
a Roman  coin  2,0  00  years  old  sells  for  a quarter,  but  a 
half-dollar  made  in  1915  is  worth  $15.00.  We  classify 
coins  as  follows: 

Proof:  Coins  struck  by  a hand  press  from  new  and 
sharp  dies  that  are  polished,  on  planchets  that  are 
polished.  There  must  be  no  indication  of  a scratch,  dent 
or  wear,  and  show  a high  polish. 

Uncirculated,  Unc.:  Struck  for  circulation,  but  show- 
ing no  signs  of  wear  whatever,  should  have  original  mint 
luster. 

Very  Fine:  V.  F.  Condition  very  little  below  uncircu- 
lated with  imperceptible  wear  or  showing  under  close 
scrutiny. 

Fine:  F.  Showing  very  slight  trace  of  wear  only  in 
the  parts  of  highest  relief. 

Very  Good:  V.  G.  A worn  coin,  but  everything  dis- 
tinct. 

Good:  G.  Everything  distinct  and  legible,  but  much 
worn. 

Fair:  Outlines  showing  enough  to  identify,  but  very 
much  worn. 

Poor:  Everything  below  fair. 

THE  SIZE  OF  COINS. 

Coins  are  “sized”  by  authors  by  two  different  meth- 
ods, in  both  methods  the  diameter  is  used  as  the  base  of 
measuration. 

The  method  most  generally  used  in  the  United  States 
is  by  sixteenths  of  an  inch  of  its  diameter.  For  instance 
the  size  of  a coin  may  be  given  as  No.  18.  In  this  method 
of  sizing  the  coin  would  be  an  inch  and  one  eighth  in 
diameter.  Size  No.  32  we  would  know  to  be  two  inches 
in  diameter. 

Another  method  sometimes  used  is  by  giving  the 
diameter  of  the  coin  in  millimeters  thus:  Size  20  mm. 
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ODDITIES. 


This  is  a class  of  coins  which  deviate  from  the  nor- 
mal and  occurs  frequently  among  all  classes,  especially 
minor  coins.  They  are  much  sought  after  by  some  col- 
lectors who  specialize  in  certain  classes.  Freak  coins 
may  be  divided  into  “Off  Center”  and  “Mistrikes.”  Off 
center  are  those  in  which  the  dies  one  or  both  do  not 
register  perfectly  and  the  design  is  found  registering  to 
the  right  or  left,  top  or  bottom  on  the  planchet. 

Mistrikes  are  those  in  which  the  reverse  is  registered 
in  a different  position  to  the  obverse  than  the  normal.  The 
normal  of  most  coins  being — holding  a coin  with  obverse 
facing  you  in  correct  position,  turn  directly  over  from 
you  so  that  the  reverse  is  facing  you.  If  in  normal  po- 
sition, the  reverse  will  be  in  correct  position  to  read  the 
inscription.  In  a mistrike,  the  reverse  may  be  to  the  right 
or  left  or  up-side-down  in  which  case  it  is  called  a Mis- 
trike. 

Cracked  or  broken  dies  are  those  in  which  the  die 
breaks  while  the  pressure  is  being  placed  on  the  planchet 
to  produce  an  impression.  Die  breaks  are  easily  distin- 
guished on  either  side  of  a coin,  showing  embossed  or 
raised  lines  or  series  of  lines  running  across  the  coin. 
Such  die  breaks  are  also  much  sought  after  by  specialists. 

Cracked  planchets  are  another  kind  of  oddity  in 
which  the  planchet  itself  breaks,  cracks  or  slivers  show- 
ing an  imperfect  planchet  and  consequently  an  imperfect 
coin. 

Incomplete  planchets  are  those  which  show  a portion 
of  the  disk  removed  from  the  edge  or  border  usually  half- 
moon shaped  and  occurs  on  account  of  there  not  being 
enough  stock  in  the  material  from  which  the  planchet  or 
disk  is  cut.  Many  of  the  old  U.  S.  cents  and  half-cent 
dates  are  prolific  in  this  variety  of  oddity. 

Restrikes  are  often  placed  in  a collection  of  Oddities. 
There  are  coins  as  a result  of  a later  impression  from  an 
original  die  after  the  coin  has  been  discontinued  or  is 
obsolete.  They  may  be  distinguished  by  some  difference 
in  the  impression,  planchet,  material  or  metal. 

Under  the  heading  of  Oddities  also  may  be  placed 
Counterfeits.  These  may  be  divided  into  several  different 
classes.  Those  that  are  cast  instead  of  stamped.  Such 
cast  coins  may  usually,  be  identified  by  a rough  surface 
caused  by  minute  sand  holes.  The  legend  is  not  as  sharp 
as  the  genuine  and  the  coins  are  usually  thicker  or  thin- 
ner than  the  original  and  of  a different  weight..  The  edge 
also  shows  either  an  uneven  surface  or  a filing  process 
which  has  done  away  with  it. 

Electrotypes  may  be  distinguished  by  practically  the 
same  appearances  altho  resulting  from  different  causes. 

Altered  dates  are  sometimes  met  with  but  may  be 
easily  distinguished  by  using  a strong  glass. 
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One  of  the  most  interesting  series  of  our  minor  coinage 
authorized  April  2,  1792.  Coinage  began  in  1793  and 
continued  until  1857,  when  it  was  discontinued  February 
21st.  None  were  coined  in  the  years  1798,  1799,  1801, 
1812  to  1824,  1827,  1830,  1837,  1838  and  1839.  The 
total  coinage  of  all  dates  consisted  of  7,9'3  5,222.  There 
is  a premium  on  all  half  cents.

ENCASED  POSTAGE  STAMPS,  CIVIL  WAR  TOKENS 

AND  STORE  CARDS 


During  the  Civil  War  minor  coins  were  scarce  and 
nearly  out  of  circulation.  Many  business  concerns  began 
as  early  as  1861  to  issue  “coppers”  about  the  size  of  the 
small  U.  S.  cent  with  some  patriotic  phrase  including 
head  of  Washington,  the  flag,  U.  S.  shield,  etc.  On  the 
reverse  side  the  name,  address  and  business  calling  of 
the  firm  issuing  them.  These  are  called  “store  cards.” 

Others  were  issued  by  different  parties  with  patriotic 
inscriptions,  without  advertisement  on  the  reverse.  These 
are  called  “tokens.”  All  come  under  the  head  of  “Civil 
War  Tokens.”  There  are  many  thousand  varieties.  The 
city  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  alone  issued  nearly  900  varieties 
among  its  business  houses.  They  passed  freely  in  circula- 
tion for  lc  and  the  government  did  not  interfere  until 
1863,  when  it  prohibited  their  issue.  There  are  some  col- 
lectors who  make  a specialty  of  collecting  the  different 
varieties.  They  are  valued  at  from  5 to  10  cents,  accord- 
ing to  variety  and  condition. 

Closely  allied  with  these  tokens  are  the 


ENCASED  POSTAGE  STAMPS 

the  connecting  link  between  philately  and  numismatics. 

In  18  62,  J.  Gault  obtained  a patent  for  the  enclosure 
of  an  unused  postage  stamp  in  a brass  frame,  co\ered  in 
front  by  a piece  of  mica  and  using  the  back  for  an  adver- 
tisement for  business  firms.  He  manufactured  and  sold 
these  to  different  houses  under  his  patent.  They  circu- 
lated  as  money  in  small  ordinary  transactions.  They 
were  issued  in  July  and  August,  1862.  There  are  neatly 
2 00  varieties  known  and  include  denominations  of  1,  o, 
5,  10,  12,  24,  30  and  9 0 cents  of  the  1861-2  issue  of 
postage  stamps.  J.  Gault,  the  patentee,  and  the  Diake 
Plantation  Bitters  Co.  arei  the  only  firms  known  to  have 
issued  all  the  values  inclusive  from  1 to  90  cents  except 
the  successor  of  J.  Gault,  who  took  a partner  by  the  name 
of  Kirkpatrick  under  the  firm  name  of  Kirkpatrick  &

Sometimes  called  “Jackson  Cents”  and  “Hard  Time 
Tokens,”  etc.  These  coppers  are  political  and  historical, 
coined  1834  to  183  8.  They  are  about  the  size  of  the  old 
copper  cent  and  worth  from  five  cents  to  $5.00  according 
to  variety  and  condition.  There  are  about  2 00  varieties 
that  have  been  catalogued.  Some  of  them  are  Store  Cards, 
in  that  they  bear  the  name  and  address  of  business  con- 
cerns. 

Most  of  them  bear  inscriptions  referring  to  the  move- 
ment for  and  against  the  bank  of  the  United  States. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

These  small  bills  from  one-eight  to  one-fourth  the  size 
of  our  ordinary  dollar  bills,  are  sometimes  called  “shin 
plasters,”  were  regularly  issued  by  the  United  States 
government,  when  small  coppers  and  nickels  began  to  dis- 
appear from  circulation.  It  was  first  called  Postage  Cur- 
rency from  the  fact  that  they  could  be  exchanged  for  post- 
age stamps.  The  first  issue  contained  facsimile  postage 
stamps  of  the  period  printed  thereon.  They  were  author- 
ized under  the  Act  of  July  17,  1862.  The  second  issue 
and  all  that  followed  were  authorized  March  23,  1863. 
The  following  is  a complete  list  including  all  known 
minor  varieties.

Anepigraphie  Coins.  Coins  without  ail  inscription. 

Anglo-American  Money.  American  coins  struck  by  Eng- 
lish rulers. 

Argentum.  The  Latin  for  silver. 

Auruin.  The  Latin  for  gold. 

Autonomous  Coins.  Coins  struck  by  cities  and  territor- 
ies. 

Bajorie  Coins.  Superimposed  portraits  on  coins  (Lafay- 
ette dollar). 

Bankje.  Dutch  term  used  for  paper  money  in  general. 

Bank-note.  Local  bank  bill,  U.  S.  paper  money. 

Barbarian  Coins.  Coins  struck  in  imitation  of  Greek, 
Roman,  Britain,  etc. 

Bar  Cent.  U.  S.  copper  trial  piece  struck  in  177  6. 

Bar  Money.  Bars  of  metal  stamped  with  some  value  used 
as  currency. 

Bay  Shillings.  Early  issues  Massachusetts  shillings. 

Bean.  Slang  term  for  English  sovereign. 

Bender.  Slang  term  for  the  English  sixpence. 

Bille.  Slang  term  for  French  coppers  in  general. 

Bit  and  Bung.  Slang  term  used  by  thieves  for  money 
and  purse. 

Bit — “Two  Bits”.  The  slang  term  used  for  the  U.  S. 
quarter-dollar. 

Black  Money.  Too  much  alloy  in  silver  coins. 

Blank.  See  “Planchet.” 

Blech.  Slang  term  for  German  money  in  general  (tin). 

Bob.  Slang  term  for  the  English  shilling. 

Bone.  Slang  term  for  the  U.  S.  silver  dollar. 

Booby  Head.  Popular  name  for  variety  of  1839  U.  S. 
cent,  having  a stupid  looking  head  of  Liberty. 

Bullion.  Gold  and  silver  in  the  lump  as  distinguished 
from  the  manufactured  coin. 

Buzzard.  Slang  term  for  early  U.  S.  silver  dollars  on  ac- 
count of  buzzard-like  eagle  on  reverse. 

Cartwheel.  Slang  name  given  to  any  large  coin,  par- 
ticularly to  the  1797  2d  of  England. 

Case.  Slang  expression  for  a dollar. 

Cash.  Ready  money.  Chinese  brass  coin  with  square 
hole. 

Chain  Cent.  Variety  of  U.  S.  cent  issued  in  179  3. 

Clipped.  A name  given  to  coins  having  their  edges 
trimmed. 

Clover  Cent.  Popular  name  for  variety  of  1793  cent  of 
the  U.  S. 

Coin.  Piece  of  metal  bearing  an  impression  conferring 
upon  it  a legal  character  of  value. 

Comet  Cent.  Variety  of  1807  cent  having  die  break  re- 
sembling a comet. 

Copperheads.  U.  S.  Civil  War  tokens. 

Counter.  A token  struck  in  imitation  of  a real  coin  in 
brass,  copper  or  other  inferior  metal.

Counter  mark  and  Counterstamp.  A punch  mark  on  the 
face  of  a regular  coin  to  give  it  a new  value  or  for 
use  in  a different  territory. 

Debased  Coin.  Money  that  is  lowered  in  character  or 
quality. 

Demand  Notes.  A variety  of  U.  S.  paper  money  issued  in 
1861. 

Device.  A term  used  by  numismatists  to  describe  the 
emblem  or  armorial  design  on  a coin. 

Die.  The  stamp  used  for  placing  the  design  on  a coin. 

Disk.  See  “Planchet.” 

Duffer.  An  English  slang  term  for  a counterfeit. 

Dump.  A term  applied  to  a coin  of  unusual  thickness. 

Electro.  A copy  of  an  original  coin  by  electrotype  pro- 
cess. 

Encased  Stamps.  Postage  stamps  enclosed  in  frame 
covered  by  isinglass,  circulating  as  money. 

Essays.  Trial  pieces  to  test  the  die  and  note  details  of 
the  design;  if  not  issued  it  is  called  an  “essay.” 

Excoctum.  “Aurum  Excoctum”  is  a Latin  term  for 
“pure  gold.” 

Exergue.  The  lower  segment  of  a coin,  usually  on  the 
reverse,  separated  by  a horizontal  bar. 

Face.  Sometimes  used  for  the  obverse  of  a coin. 

Field.  The  blank  space  on  either  side  of  a coin  not  oc- 
cupied by  the  head,  inscriptions,  etc. 

Fillet  Head.  Variety  of  U.  S.  cent  and  half  cent  on 
which  the  hair  of  the  liberty  head  is  tied  with  a rib- 
bon. 

Find.  A term  applied  to  a discovery  of  a lot  of  coins. 

Flan.  See  “Planchet.” 

Flowing  Hair.  A head  on  U.  S.  cents  in  which  the  hair 
is  unconfined. 

Fractional  Currency.  Small  denominations  of  paper 
money  from  3c  to  50c  issued  by  the  U.  S.  during 
the  Civil  War. 

Franklin  Cent.  See  “Fugio  Cent.” 

Fugio  Cent.  The  Franklin  cent  on  account  of  the  motto, 
“Mind  your  business.”  Earliest  type  of  cent  is- 
sued by  the  U.  S. 

Geld.  German  equivalent  for  money  in  general. 

Greenbacks.  U.  S.  notes  issued  in  the  60’s  with  a green 
back. 

Higley  Coppers.  A variety  of  three  pence  struck  by 
John  Higley  of  Granby,  Conn. 

Hog  Money.  The  Sommer  Islands  coins. 

Hybrid  Coins.  Coins  having  an  obverse  belonging  to 
one  type  and  a reverse  belonging  to  another. 

Impression.  The  entire  design  on  both  the  obvei  se  and

Incuse.  Portion  of  a coin  sunk  below  the  level  of  the 
surface 

Inscription.  Letters  or  words  engraved  upon  a coin. 
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Jugate.  Placed  side  by  side;  i.  e.,  accolated  or  accolled. 
(See  Bajorie.) 

Klippe.  A general  name  for  coins  struck  on  a square,  rec- 
tangular or  lozenge-shaped  planchet. 

Kopfstuck.  A popular  name  for  any  coin  exhibiting  the 
head  of  a ruler. 

Legal  Tender.  ...A  money  good  for  all  debts,  public  and  pri- 
vate, except  duty  on  imports  and  interest  on  the  public 
debt. 

Legend.  The  inscription  on  a coin  (Latin,  legerse). 

Lenticular  Coins.  Thicker  in  the  center  and  gradually 
tapering  towards  the  edge. 

Lettered  Edge.  Coins  with  inscription  on  the  edge. 

Liberty  Cap.  Variety  of  U.  S.  cent;  bust  supports  pole  on 
which  is  a liberty  cap. 

Lucre.  An  expression  meaning  money,  used  in  a sense  of 
something  base  or  unworthy;  “filthy  lucre.” 

Maundy  Money.  First  issued  in  1670  in  England  for  distri- 
bution by  royalty  to  poor  persons  on  Maundy  Thurs- 
day. 

Mill.  Constructive  unit  of  U.  S.  money;  one-tenth  of  a cent. 

Milled  Edge.  Coins  with  corrugations  on  the  edge  as  dis- 
tinguished from  plain  or  lettered  edge. 

M inor  Coins.  Coins  of  small  denominations. 

Mint  Condition.  A coin  perfectly  new  as  turned  out  at  the 
mint. 

Mint  Mark.  A letter  or  abbreviation  on  coins  to  indicate 
the  place  where  the  coin  was  struck. 

Mule.  A coin,  token  or  medal  made  by  using  two  dies 
which  were  not  originally  intended  for  each  other. 

Mute.  A term  applied  to  a coin  without  an  inscription. 

Nova  Constellatio.  The  name  of  copper  coins  engraved  by 
Wyon,  made  in  Birmingham,  England,  in  1783-85  for 
use  in  America. 

Numismata.  A generic  term  for  money. 

Nunrsmatist.  A coin  collector. 

Nurling.  Another  name  for  the  inscription  on  the  edge  of 
a coin. 

Obsidional  Coins.  Siege  pieces  of  stamped  metal  struck 
during  sieges  of  beleagured  cities. 

Obverse.  The  side  of  a coin  which  bears  the  most  impor- 
tant device  or  inscription. 

Overstrike.  Where  a portion  of  the  design  of  a coin  show- 
ing under  another  design. 

Batina.  An  oxidation  on  copper  coins  produced  by  mois- 
ture. 

Pattern.  A suggested  design  which  may  or  may  not  be 
adopted.  Coins  made  and  not  adopted  are  called  “pat- 
terns.” 

Pecunia.  The  Latin  for  money. 

Piece  of  Eight.  A Spanish  silver  coin  of  eight  reals  which 
circulated  in  America  and  the  predecessor  of  the  U.  S. 
silver  dollar. 
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Planchet.  The  piece  of  blank  metal  on  which  the  die  of  a 
coin  is  impressed.  Also  called  blank,  disc  and  flan. 

Plate  Money.  Large  flat,  rectangular,  and  square  pieces  of 
copper  with  a stamp  of  value.  “Plate  money’’  of 
Sweden. 

Postal  Currency.  The  first  series  of  fractional  currency  is- 
sued by  the  U.  S.  in  1862  with  representations  of  postage 
stamps  thereon;  also  called  fractional  currency,  shin- 
plasters,  etc. 

Private  Coins  or  Private  Issues.  Issued  by  private  con- 
cerns, such  as  the  California,  Colorado,  Georgia,  Caro- 
lina coins  and  Lesher  coins. 

Proof.  Coins  struck  on  polished  planchets  from  polished 
dies  and  have  a high  state  of  polish  and  brilliancy. 

Reeding.  The  milling  on  the  edge  of  a coin. 

Restrike.  A later  impression  from  an  original  die. 

Reverse.  The  s’de  of  a coin  which  bears  the  lesser  device 
and  inscription;  the  opposite  of  “obverse.’’ 

Sawbuck.  A nickname  for  the  U.  S.  ten  dollar  bill  having 
the  Roman  numeral  “X.” 

Shinplaster.  See  “Postal  Currency”;  also  “Fractional  Cur- 
rency.” 

Siege  Pieces.  See  “Obsidional  Coins.” 

Silly  Head.  A variety  of  U.  S.  cent  of  1839  with  an  idiotic 
looking  head  of  Liberty. 

Slug.  A nickname  for  the  fifty-dollar  California  gold  piece. 

Sommer  Islands  Coins.  “Hog  Money”  made  for  Bermuda 
Islands  and  brought  to  the  colony  of  Virginia  by 
George  Sommers  and  nut  into  circulation. 

Stella.  A pattern  four-dollar  gold  piece  of  the  U.  S.,  so 
called  on  account  of  the  large  five-pointed  star  on  the 


reverse. 

Symbol.  A device  found  on  coins  which  bears  no  relation 
to  the  inscription;  thus,  the  anchor  is  a symbol  of 

hope.  . 

Territorial  Gold.  Coins  issued  by  private  concerns  m the 
U.  S.;  see  “Private  Coins  or  Private  Issues.” 

Tokens.  Includes  “Hard  times  tokens”  issued  1834-41  ?n 
the  U.  S.  bearing  inscriptions  referring  to' the  move- 
ment for  and  against  the  Bank  of  the  United  States 
and  sometimes  called  “Jackson  Cents.”  Civil  War 
tokens  issued  during  the  Civil  War,  1862-65;  many  of 
them  with  head  of  Liberty  on  obverse  and  ^patriotic 
inscription  on  the  reverse,  sometimes  called  Copper- 
heads.” Store  cards,  much  on  the  same  order  as  Civil 
War  tokens  but  bearing  the  business  card  ot  some 
company.  All  these  tokens  passed  current  for  money 
in  small  transactions. 

Trial  Pieces.  See  “Essay.”  , . , . . . 

Type.  The  main  figure  or  inscription  which  charactenz  s 

a coin.  . 

Uncirculated.  In  mint  condition. 

Wampum.  Indian  money  made  from  shell,  bone,  etc.
